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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: in the examiner's opinion, Fujimoto et al. (US 
Patent No.: 7391457B2) still reads on claim 1 as explained in the office action mailed on 07/17/2008. The applicant argues (arguments filed 
on 10/16/2008) that Fujimoto et al. do not disclose a separate transmission optical component from the photographing optical system as 
recited in claim 1. The examiner respectfully disagrees with this assertion. In the examiner's opinion, claim 1 does not call for a separate 
transmission optical component. As a result, the examiner has characterized the parts of of the different portions of a lens member as part 
of the photographical system and transmission optical component as explained in the prior office action. 

The applicant also argues that Fujimoto et al. lacks any disclosure of an electronic still camera. The examiner, as mentioned in the 
previous office action, feels that the Fujimoto et al. reference discloses the system being used on a digital/electronic still camera as claim 1 
requires. However, the reference is silent in teaching that the camera is an electronic camera capable of capturing still images. Official 
notice was taken by the examiner on the feature of capturing still images. It would have been obvious and well-known to one of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time of the invention to enable the digital camera disclsoed by Fujimoto et al. with the capabilites of capturing the still 
images, because still images can be used for artistic purposes and wall hangings. 
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
